" \xgations are that Augusta will have fair and 


wariner weather. The temperature is much 
milder, and the sun shines warm and bright. 
The snow vanished, and there hasn’t been 
much ice.’ The snow was dry and feathery. 
free from sleet or rain. 

The blizzard has probably killed most of the 
younger vegetables of the truck farmers. Let- 
tuce, green peas, and tomatoes, which had 
been pushed far ahead on account gf the mild 
winter, are killed. Irish potatoes were 
generally mulched, and escaped 
injury as ai rule. Your correspondent 
saw Mr. George Uhl, Dr. Neil McInnes, Mr. 
James Barrett, Mr. J. W. Little and others 
from the country, and they say that while the 
early gegetables are killed, and thus put back 
six weeks, they will probably come out as well 
in the end. Had their early crops not been 
cut off they would have come into market 
along with the Florida crop, and competition 
would have resultedgin low prices. Now they 
wil] come in where they belong, just after the 
early Fiorida crop is giving out, and will get 
more money for their crop. 

The LeConite pear crop may be 
injured by the freeze, but in the opinion 
of Mr. James Barrert, peaches and other fruits 
will be benefitted rather than injured, as they 
have not advanced far enough to be hurt now, 
and this freeze will retard the flow of sap and 
aid in later and better maturity. The farmers 
are not hurt much, as their crops are yet to be 
planted. Young oats are not injured, but 
where they have headed the crop will probably 
be lost. Occasionally a farmer, tempted by 
the mild season, has sown a little corn, but 
this was only an experiment, and not in large 
quantity. The truckers are hurt most, ana will 
have to plant again, thus being set back about 
six weeks. The fruit crop is not hurt, and 
farmers, besides losing a field of oats here and 
there, are not damaged. All seem to feel 
compensated for their loss by the benefit in 
healthfulness and the killing of worms and in- 
sects by the freeze.

After completing his rounds, the dairyman, 
justas he expected and intended, visited 
Captain Wylie’s office and settled up his ac- 
counts, walking out with his seventy-five dol- 
lars in his pantaloon pocket and even a broader 
smile on his ruddy face. 

On his way toward home the dairyman 
stopped in a store on Peachtree street to buy 
some salt, The salt was weighed and tied up, 
and the purchaser naturally enough put his 
hand into his pocket to take out his roll of 
money and pay for it.. 

There was no money there! 

An examination showed that the pocket had 
been cut open. A pickpocket had gotten in 
his delicate work. 

The dairyman was almost frantic at his loss, 
and after creating quite a scene by his denton- 
strations, turned his face sadly homeward. 

Before he*had gone far, a thought struck 
him. Turning into a drug store he asked for 
five grains of strychnine “to kill a dog,” he 
explained. Then he went to a saloon and 
bought a quart of red liquor. 

The disconsolate dairyman with the strych- 
nine and liquor in his pockect mounted his 
wagon, and giving hismule a cut, started in 
the direction of West Peachtree. 
On his way he mixed the strychnine 
with the red liquor, and then took a long, hard 
pull at the bottle of mixed poison. 

Duhme finally succeeded in getting his mules 
unharnessed and stabled. By that time the 
liquor and <a together had begun to 
make him feel quite a little lively. When the 
dairyman reached his house he was real jolly, 
but he soon displayed evidences of inner trou- 
bles which alarmed his wife greatly. Then, 
as she heard his story, she sent post haste for 
Dr. Lewis H. Jones. 

Dr. Jones administered restoratives, finally 
reducing the dairyman’s feelings to such a 
degree that he was able and in a humor to 
talk. 

When he began to come round all right the 
dairyman began to feel vey penitent for what 
hé@ had done. He was sorely afraid he would 
not recover, and was very anxious about how 
he should diet himself to insure recovery.

THE INDIAN SPRING RESERVATION 
LEASED. 

Preparations Being Made to Issue Bonds to 
Meet the Public Debt Which Be- 
comes Due Next October. 

The Indian Springs lease brought $110. 

Promptiy at noon yesterday, Judge Nishet 
took a position on the steps of the Washington 
street entrance to the capitol, and announced 
to a crowd of some twenty gentlemen that the 
Jease of this reservation would be sold to the 
highest bidder. 

Judge Nisbet explained the act of the Jast 
legislature, under which the sate of the lease 
Was made. He stated that for twenty-five 
years the highest bidder would have complete 
contro! of the property, and at the expiration 
of the time the lease would be renewed for 
another quarter of a century. A clatise in the 
act required, however, teat a hotel of sufficient 
size to acoommodate 800 guests must be built. 
And when the land returns to the state it must 
be improved at least as much as it now is. 

Atthe conclusion of Judge Nisbet’s remarks, 
Mr: Noah Fowler stepped to the front and 
called fora bid. Several gentlemen in the 
crowd seemed anxious toobtain the lease, and 
the bidding was lively, until the $100 a year 
mark was reached. After that, Mr. Fowler 
had same difficulty in getting a raise, and at 
$110 the Jease was knocked down to Mersrs. 
Warren, Thompson & Speer. 

Major S. Frank Warren, the head of the 
firm who made the purchase, is an old hotel 
man,and hesees in the Indian Springs res- 
ervation a brilliant opportunity to make a for- 
tune. 

Assoonas Judge Nisbet can prepare the 
lease and the contract, the documents will be 
signed and the new hotel will be commenced. 

Major Warren and his partners are satisfied 
that the springs contain ali their old time 
medicinal properties, and with proper manage- 
ment the reservation will become one of the 
most popular resorts in Georgia, as it was be- 
fore the war.

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The Republican League. 

The third annual convention of the repub- 
lican league of the United States convened 
at Nashville yesterday forthe purpose of 
making speeches in a sunny clime and eating 
flapjacks that are peculiar to the southern 
atmosphere. 7 

The league will have a good time in Nash- 
ville, and will then gv to Chattanooga, where 
there will be some more speech-making and 
cold water. While the league is about it, it 
ought to make a sort of itinerary of the 
south, less for amusement than for instruc- 
tion. For instance, no man has seen. the 
south until he has seen Atlanta and felt the 
influence of the spirit that moves the people 
bere. . 3 

It is probable that the league is holding its 
third annual convention in the south with 
the idea, or the hope, of making an impres- 
sion on the southern people. A more elabo- 
rate plan might have been formulated and 
carried out. The league might take in the 
entire southern circuit, with profit to itself, 
taking in the one-night towns, and tarrying 
longer in the larger centers of population. 
It might give performances wherever there 
seems to be a necessity for it. 

Whatever else might happen, the members 
of the league would return to their homes 
with new views and in a chastened frame of 
mind. They would have an opportunity of 
beholding a state of things that are not set 
forth in the northern newspapers—the two 
races living happily and contented together, 
and working side by side, and no one fret- 
ting except the pestiferous republican politi- 
cians who desire to stir up race hatred in or- 
der that the republican party may profit by 
the confusion and trouble that would ensue 
if the Chandler programme could be carried 
out. 


Burke and Meiggs. 

It is to be hoped that Major E. A. Burke, 
the alleged defaulter from the Louisiana 
state treasury, who is now running a gold 
mine in Henduras, will shortly return home 
and make a good showing for himself. 

Some of Burke’s acquaintances, however, 
gay that his case resembles that of Harry 
Meiggs, and they predict that he = will be- 
come a millionaire like Meiggs and settle gl] 
the claims against him. 

While this loose talk is going the rounds, 
suppose we take a look at the case so often 
mentioned in comparison with Burke’s 
trouble. Harry Meiggs was a well-known 
and popular business man in San Francisco 
alongin the ‘fifties. He-~loaded himself 
down with debt and defalcations. To 

escape the penitentiary, he filled one of his 

sailing vessels with a cargo of miscellaneous 
goods, and slipped out of the harbor one 
dark night. His creditors for days had 
officers running down the coast to arrest 
him if he landed, but the fugitive kept 
straight on to South America. 

In Peru and Chili the defaulter prospered. 
He was a brainy fellow and was absolutely 
without fear. He made millions in trade, 
and built long lines of railway. He took an 
active hand in politics, and once, when there 
was a big revolution threatening the exist- 
ence of the government, he made a contract 
with the administration, binding himself in 
consideration of so many million dollars, to 
put down the revolt. He raised an army, 
sent it to the field, and was successful. It 
was all a matter of business with him. 

The adventurer made himself the richest 
manin Peru, and for twenty years was 
many times a millionaire. Hedied wealthy, 
and the Peruvians raised a fine monument 
to his memory. : 

Now comes ehe worst part of the story. 
The statement has been made that Meiggs 
finally paid his debts in California, but a 
recent letter from San Francisco says that he 
did nothing of the sort. His defalcations 
ruined a dozen men, but he made no effort 
to repair the mischief he had done, and did 
not even inquire into the affairs of the 
friends who had been reduced to beggary by 
there confidence in him. The criminal 
never gave the slightest sign of remorse. He 
lived to a goodold age, enjoyed phenome- 
nal prosperity, and his death was sincerly 
mourned by the South Americans, but he 
Jeft his California record as black as ever. 

With these facts before them the friends 
of Major Burke will not help him by point- 
ing to the example of Meiggs. We do not 
believe that the cases resemble edch other. 
Major Burke is a man of good impulses, and 
whether he is guilty or innocent of the 
charges against him, his former course of 
life justifies the belief that if he prospers in 
Honduras he will straighten out his tangle 
in Louisiana. His good name is dear to him, 
and he is not the man to quietly remain 
under a cloud if there is“a possible chance 
for him to set himself right again.

International Copyright. 


There seems to be nothing in the way of 
the passage of the international copyright 
bill new pending before congress, Theré is 
no opposition toitfrom any intelligent source 
80 far as we can learn. The measure has 
been favorably reported in both houses, and, 
under ordinary circumstances, it ought to be 
taken up and passed without a dissenting 
voice, : 

But it is not a political matter, and con- 
gressinen are proverbially indifferent “0 every- 
thing that has no political twang to it. When 
the bill was up before, the opposition “ame 
from some of the book pirates, who Mad 
something of a pull on a few northern co™- 
gressmen. But even the pirates have be- 
come reconciled to the fact that they were 
cutting each other's throats, and new there 
is no opposition from ally quarter. 

The southern congressmen, we believe, are 
practically solid for the copyright bill, having 
from the nature Q& their training and educa- 
tion a greater re and sympathy fer the 
rights of authorship than their northern

comimunities of the highest cul- 
ture, have little respect for literary workers. 

As matters stand American authors are 
systematically robbed by European pub- 
lishers, and foreign authors are robbed by 
American publishers, and the result is de- 
moralizing. If an American author has any 
property right or interest in his productions 
at home; that right or interest ought to hotd 
good abroad. 


Prepare for the Day. ° 

The Philadelphia Inquirer, a republican 
journal, alluding to the articles by Speaker 
Reed and ex-Speaber Carlisle in the North 
Amertcan Review on the merits of the re- 
cent contest in the house over the ‘‘visible 
quorum,’’ remarks that ‘‘Mr. Reed makes 
the best showing for his position, while that 
of Mr, Carlisle is lamentably weak.”’ 

One of the curious features of this contest

era AS «ao Amal. si BE 
A Belated Railway Manager. 

In his annual report. President Blackstone, 
of the Chicago and Alton railroad, recom- 
mends that the national government either 
buy, or take, under its right of eminent 
domain, all the railroads in the United 
States used for interstate traffic. The Chicago 
and Alion road, of which Mr. Blackstone is 
the executive officer, has more than a thou- 
sind miles of track and a capital exceeding 
$35,000,000. 

Mr. Blackstone appears to be in a dis- 
gruntled state of mind, and takes advantage 
of the opportunity offered by his report to 
“work off his dyspeptic views on his stock- 
holders. The proper caper for Mr. Black- 
stone is to start him a newspaper and use its 
columns to whack away at government con- 
trol of the railroads day after day. In the 
course of afew years he might be able to 
convinee a number of interested persons that 
government control and: regulation of the 
corporations is altogether wrong. 

Mr. Blackstone’s chief complaint is that 
the methods which the people have taken of 
protecting their owif interest by placing 
certain reasonable restrictions on the roads 
have rendered it impossible to conduct the 
business profitably. For this reason he 
wants the government to buy the railroads 
ahd run them in behalf of the people. 

The views of the president of the Chicago 
and Alton lack the significance. of timeli- 
ness; they have a belated and a weary air 
that by no means chimes in with the new 
and inevitable conditions of railway manage- 
ment. .It was all very well to discuss the 
necessity or the policy of state and govern- 
ment regulation of the railways when the 
matter was up for discussion. But the time 
for discussion has passed. The control and 
reguiation of the corporations has become 
the fixed policy of the people. \Tt has passed 
beyond the stage of experiment, and has 
been long ago accepted by railway managers 
who understand their busfhess. 

In the matter of real state control Georgia 
was the pioneer. Other states had estab- 
lished boards of railroad commission, but 
they were chiefly of an ornamental charac- 
ter, lacking the power to carry ont their 
decisions. ‘This lack of power is one of the 
chief defects of the law under which the 
interstate commission opérates, but we are 
convinced that its power will grow with the 
enlightenment of the people on this subject. 

The result of the, Georgia law has been 
eminently satisfactory. Our railway mana- 
gers have adapted themselves to the new 
conditions imposed by the law, and we hear 
of no complaints of injustice either from the 
people or the railroads. Whatever grievances 
they have are carried before the commission 
and promptly remedied. 

We advise President Blackstone to adjust 
himself and his views to the situation. Such 
reforms as that which has been brought 
about by|state and government control and 
regulation do nut go backward. This fact is 
clearly understood by all intelligent railroad 
men, and those who understand the situa- 
tion most clearly are satisfied with it. 


Gallows Repentence. 

The Rev. Dr. Pickard, of the Birmingham 
First Baptist church, has again brought the 
vexed question of gallows repentance to the 
front. 

In his sermon last Sunday Dr. Pickard, 
in speaking of Hawes, said: 

“The demon who went though the gallows 
last Friday went straight to hell. I do not 
believe that the gallows isa stepping-stone 
to heaven, but a springfall to hell.’

The election to ratify or reject the propo- 
sition to allow the city to issue bonds, is 
attracting attention. :

The Plans Examined and Out of the Fifteen 
Mr. Doyle’s Is Considered the Bes?-—-Some 
Changes to Be Made—Meeting Today. 

PES 2: 


Mr. Alexander Doyle, of New York, will 
erect the monument to Mr. Grady. 

A meeting of the committee was held yes- 
tesday afternoon at Mr. Northen’s office and 
after some discussion, Mr. Doyle was selected 
as the sculptor, though his design not definite 
ly accepted. 

Fifteen beautifully executed monumental 
designs had been sent in forthe committe’’ ap- 
probation. Several of these pictures were sent- 
without any estimate of cost and were 
merely intended to compete forthe prize of 
$250, which was offered for the best design. 

All the plans with estimates attached were 
carefully examined and it was generally con- 
ceded that Mr. Doyle’s offer was the most ad- 
vantagéou. and business-like, and his design 
was also considered the best. 

The hesitancy to award the contract imme- 
diately was caused by a desire on the part of 
several of the committee to ascertain if some 
improvements could not be made. When the 
matter was finally put to the vote, five ballots 
were cast for délay and’six for the immediate 
selection of Mr. Doyle as the sculptor. 

In granting Mr. Doyle the contract the com- 
mittee has reserved the right to make such al- 
terations in his designs as they may deem nec- 
essary, 

Mr. Doyle’s conception of the monument is 
a very beautiful one. It consists of asquare 
base of granite, surrounded by a low balus- 
trade, from the center of which rises an ex- 
quisitely proportioned pedestal, and on this 
elevation stands a bronze figure of Mr. Grady 
in one of his most natural attitudes. On one 
side of the pedestal is a _ bronze 
figure of History inscribing on her 
tablets the deeds of the dead hero; 
on the opposite side is a figure of the South 
weeping bitterly because of the loss of the 
greatest of her young men, the other twosides 
of the pedestal bear only a palm leaf and a 
wreath of immortelles also wrought in bronze. 
The effect of the monument is heroic and 
extremely beautiful. 

Mr. Doyle has had more experience as a 
monumental artist than almost any man of his 
yearsin America. The Saratoga monument, 
which is considered one of the finest works of 
art in the country, is the product of his 
genius. The Jasper monument in Savannah, 
and the Ben Hill monument, in Atlanta, were 
also designed by him. 

Mr. Doyle was a strong admirer and a warm 
personal friend of Mr, Grady’s, and his pres- 
ent work will recetve his closest attention.

THE STOCK MARKET. 
The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
‘Exchange. 

NEW YORK, March 4.—The stock market was 
again very dul! today. especially for the regular 
list, though trusts showed a little more animation 
at advancing prices. The news of the day was 
not of a speciaily important nature, ut reports of 
railroad earnings continue to show a large in- 
crease, both.in cross and net, and as a whole the 
railroad business exhibits greater prosperfty than 
ever before enjaved. Foreigners were doing very 
little today, buying some Louisville and 
Nashville and seliing a little Union Pacific and 
St. Paul. The bears initiated dealings by a drive 
at values, which resulted in small fractional de- 
clines, but althongh Union Pacific, St. Paul and 
others were made special objects of attack, buy- 
ing ordérs appeared in them and the bears soon 
gave it up and went into cover. With the cessa- 
tion of pressure, however, dullness became the 
ruling feature and stagnation settied over the en- 
tire market, relieved only at times by a special 
movement in a few shares. Gould stocks were 
more prominent than usual,and while Western 
Union and Missouri Pacific showed considerable 
weakness, Manhattan and Wabash were strong, 
the former in particular. ‘The attack upon Western 
Union was continued, because of the movement 
at Washington to establish the postal telegraph 
business, and the bears claim that in the event of 
the success of such a scheme, Western Union 
might take an enormous tumble. The bulls upon 
the stock, however, assert that the government 
would have to lease or buy existing lines upon 
terms which would make the Western Union pur- 
chase rather than sell. There was considerable 
buying of Rock Island,and there were rumors 
that a bull poo! in the stock had been formed at 
Chicago, but St. Paul was pressed for sale steadily 
all day, in spite of the resistance engendered by 
the report of earnings for February. Onc of the 
strougest points in the list was Wheeling and 
J.ake Erie preferred, which made a marked ad- 
vance, which movement, although originating in 
London, was helped by the report that its new 
connection with the Baltimore and Ohio would 
soon be completed. Trusts were all more 
active and strong, and sugar, while it failed 
to hold its improvement was helped upward by 
rumors that all influential parties who have been 
prominent in Stocks of “late were now upon the 
bull side. -Lead rose on rumors which pointed to 
the success of the reorganization plan. The mar- 
ket finally closed dull and stagnant at insignifi- 
cant changes from last night’s prices, though 
most of the list is higher.. Sales of only 151,560 
shares in listed,and in unlisted 52,225, sugar con- 
tributing 30,485 and Union Pacific 20,400.

Ex-Mayor George Hillyer Gives Reasons 
Why the People Should Refuse to Ratify 
the Issue of Sewer Bonds. 


s 

ATLANTA, Ga., March 1. 1890.—EprTrors 
ConstitutTion—I was in your sanctum today 
arguing againstissuing bonds by the city for 
sewers. I know so well that the true interest 
ofthe city is not to issue these bonds, that I 
cannot restrain the impulse of further speaking 
against such policy. 

There are sanitary sewers already in ex- 
istence, and yee for, and which, properly at- 
tended to and keptin order, carry off ail sew- 
rage that flows down three of the principal 
vallevs of natural drainage that lead out from 
the center of the city. One begins at DeGive’s 
opera house and runs down by the Kimball 
house, the car shed, and on between Pryor and 
Loyd streets, and on down the valley 
of Dunning’s, or Little’s branch, 
clear out beyond Capito] avenue, ator near 
the city limits. Ali the closets connect with, 
and the sewage of that entire water shed is 
carried off by that sewer. If I understand it, 
what is now proposed, is to borrow money and 
issue bonds t# complete a rain-water sewer, 
which being much larger is much more expen- 
Sive, thatisto run along parallel with this 
Sanitary sewer, and whichis designed even- 
tually to do away with and to supersede the 
saniary sewer. 

It ts quite plain that ifthe sanitary sewer is 
keptin order it does and will answer every 
purpose of absolute necessity, so that. the city 
can very well go on as she has been building 
the rain water sewer at the rate of three or four 
blocks every year and paying for it as the work 
is done and thus, not start this evil practice of 
issuing bonds. 

Now, What is true of the Little branch 
valley above named is also true of the Wheat 
street branch on the north side. There is a 
sanitary sewer there also, and which answers 
very well if they keep it in order. 

At all events, if they will try they can make 
the sanitary sewers already existing do for just 
a year or two, or even threo years more, until 
the city can finish the parallel and larger 
sewers, but do it in the good old way of paying 
as we go instead of issuing sewer bonds, for 
which there is no such absolute necessity as to 
justify it. 

No sewerage can or will be turned into the 
new sewers until the city has spent large sums 
needed to complete them out to the corpora- 
tion line. 

The people are entitled to know the full 
facts about these things. ‘Phis is the most iin- 
portant matter that has been mooted here for 
many years, and it is strange the press is so 
silent. 

The thing that has done more for Atlanta, 
perhaps, than anything else, has been her 
sound financial policy, that is, to pay as she 
goes, and not to increase, but to reduce her 
debt every year. We are now asked to aban- 
don and reverse this wise policy, 
and go back to issuing bonds again 
for ordinary improvements; the very 
thing that has . ruined the credit 
of so many cities around ns, and was ruining 
us when we quit it sixteen years ago. 

Just let it once be understood that Atianta, 
with her fine credit, is a mére plaything in the 
hands of the politicians to issue bonds and 
bring in great streams of money, then leave 
the helpless public to pay the Interest, and the 
hands as best they may, and many prudent 
people will begin to conclude that this is a 
good city to keep away from. 

Now the fair way to do such things, even 
if we were going todo it all, would be this: 
Let us know what sewer they are going to 
build, ‘and letfthe city engineer make an 
estimate on it, and let the people know where 
their money is going, and what they are to get 
forit. But here the tax-payers are asked to 
vote blind for ‘‘sewer onda” and leave it to 
those who may happen to have the say-so as 
to what they will do with the money. 

The first and third wards have virtually no 
sewerage. I for one, think we all aught to be 
unselfish in these matters. The first and third 
wards pay their taxes, and the. proposed bonds 
to be used in building sewers elsewhere, as we 
suppose, will be a lien and burden -on their 

roperty, just the same as those who get the 
enefit! There should be equal justice to all. 

There is a sanitary sewer already built all 


| the way down the Walton spring branch in 


the fifth ward; and as before stated, all the 
way down the Wheat street branch in the 
fourth ward; and all the way down the 
Dunning’s or Little’s branch in the second 
ward. It is best to make out with these as 
well as we can rather than go in debt for 
new.ones. 

Now, Mr. Editor, is it not the duty of the 
press to investigate this matter, and to give 
the people light, and to save the city from 
this the most insidious and most danger 
that has threatened her? You see, if we once 
begin this thing, you never can stop it. It 
brings in the money so easy, and is so tempt- 
ing. 

It is but seven or eight days until the peo- 
ple are to vote on this question. Of course 
all those who are in the movement wil! be 
there; but whereis the press and the tax 
payer? A city thatis grinding out bonds for 
the politicians to sell, and spend the proceeds, 
and leave the people to pay, ison the road to 
ruin! Atallevents, she has made a start in 
the wrong direction. 

There 1s Memphis, credit ruined some years 
ago by issueing bonds. Memphis needed new 
waterworks just as we do, but she was not and 
is not able to build them herself, and just the 
other day had to get a private company to 
build the new works for her. Atlantais able 
to build her own waterworks, but it is only be- 
cause of her wiser financial policy. To build 
the new waterworks, just now, is as much as 
we ought to strain our credit at the present 
time. The waterworks are and will be self- 
supporting and are an actual necessity, while 
the sewers are not. Soletus go to the polls 
and authorize the waterworks, but vote down 
the sewer bond. Respectfully,
